It was noted that there was no 
evidence to suggest that the forked needles with the carrier sheet of film cooperated to form the specified projections 
and that there was no motivation to utilzie both the forked needles and the carrier film in the process of PCT '680. 
Indicated that inclusion of the carrier sheet as being a film would place all claims in condition of allowance and 
additionally indicated that previously withdrawn claims directed to various species would be rejoined with the allowed 
generic claims. Applicnat's representative agreed to the proposed changes via examiner's amendment .
